Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As noted, examiner has not previously considered 
the "last step" of the film lamination to consist of the "other surface treatment", however, as noted, Wang teachest the operability of both 
the hydrogen and other (ammonia) treatment steps. As such, it would be obvious to apply either of the them first and one of them last in 
the final repeptition, notwithstanding evidence of criticality over the art and commesurate in scope with the claims. Applicants filing 
includes results with ammonia (the other gas) treatment last, but does not compare to added benefits over the hydrogen treatment last. 
Examiner maintains that Wang's teaching that either of the treatment steps are operable to treat a SiN layer teaches that both of the steps 
may be applied. Both steps provide benefits to the film. In considering the claimed invention as a whole (see MPEP 2141 .02 I.), the 
teachings of Wang include that both steps are operable and beneficial as do the instant claims. Applicants argue that there is no evidence 
to show that both steps may be applied - however in the language of Wang statements include that "ammonia and hydrogen gas or 
combinations thereof" - a reasonably broad reading includes that each of these gases separtely applied is a combination thereof and 
envisioned within the teachings. 
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
